I intend to complete the 
nomination of the presidential advisory board. I intend to establish a program for senior citizens with 
assistance from the Section Eight Fund.

HISTORY OF DUBOIS SCHOOL 


l va u t 1 
Bom in 1868 in Great Barrington, MA, DuBois went on to attend Fisk University 
(1885-88) and later became the first Black to graduate from Harvard with a PhD(1895). 
He served as a professor of economics and history at Atlanta University. DuBois was the 
leading Black opponent of racial discrimination during the 1900's. As a noted historian 
and writer, he is most know as a pioneer social scientist and the first Black American to 
express the idea of Pan-Africanism. Pan-Africanism is the belief that all people with roots 
in Africa have common interests and should work together to conquer prejudice. He 
served the NAACP for over 24 years, beginning as the editor and founder of The Cnisis 
magazine. His publication include "The Souls of Black Folks" and "The Philadelphia 
Negro." He died in Ghana in 1963. 


History of DuBois School 

Most children in the Wake Forest area during the early 1920's, were educated in one room 
school houses. The first public school in Wake Forest was in a church structure located 
on the Olive Branch Baptist Church grounds. Later, land on the southeast corner of 
Juniper and Taylor Street was given by the Simmons family to the Black community for 
educational purposes. The PTA was first organized in 1927 with T.E. Woods serving as 
the president. 

The frame structure that was placed on this spot was replaced with a building on the 
comer of Franklin and Cedar Avenue. This site was purchased from Peggie Crenshaw for 
$80.00 in 1928. The first building was jointly paid for with funds from the community and 
the Rosenwald Public School Fund. Julius Rosenwald was a philanthropist who funded 
the building of schools for Blacks in the South. The School Committee appointed to 
oversee this project was Joseph Massenburg, Stephen Taylor, Willis Johnson and Caleb 
Winston. Through their efforts, the citizens raised $1100.00 to match the $1800.00 the 
Rosenwald Fund granted. Grades 1-7 were held in the first building on the campus, with 
Mr. W.M. McElrath serving as the first principal. The street was renamed McElrath Drive 


in 1929. 


During this period, another building in the vicinity was repaired and furnished by the 
women of the community, and used to teach cooking and sewing to upper grade classes. 
The first teacher was Frank W. Lewis, an eighth grade teacher whose first two months 
salary was paid by the PTA and later reimbursed by Wake County. Luther Tuck was PTA 
president. Corice Eaton was added to the teaching staff the following year. The PTA 
bought materials and equipment including nearly $266 worth of new library books. Over 
the next five years, the original building was expanded. 


In 1934, Louis V. Jones of Kittrell College became the new principal, Don Johnson was 
the school secretary. The school was named the Wake Forest Graded School. Enrollment 
was 177 boys and 200 girls in the elementary grades and 31 boys and 38 girls in the high 
school. The first building was valued at $50,000. and sat on four acres of land. A library 


was under construction. Jones was paid $694.00. In 1935 there were twelve 11th graders 
and fourteen 10th graders who were taught English, Anthmetic, Algebra, Plane Geometry, 
Economics, French, General Science, and Physics. Twelve students graduated the 11th 
grade in 1936. During 1932-36 two wings were added to the Elementary Building. Jones 
was replaced in 1936 by L. R. Best. 


The L. R. Best Legacy (1936-54) 


Mr. Best came to DuBois from Barbados, British West Indies. His educational 
background began in America in 1913 with a degree from Virginia Union and a MA from 
Columbia University. During his 19 year tenure, much progress was made. Best 
consolidated the old church schools from 1937-41, by incorporating students from 
Rolesville, Wyatt (near Forestville), Genesis Branch (west of Wake Forest), Macedonia, 
St. Mary's (near Rolesville) and Ray School (on the Durham Highway). In 1941, the old 
auditorium was converted to the present cafeteria and a kitchen added through the WPA. 
Four buildings were added to the orginal single unit: a high school building(1939), a 
vocational agriculture classroom and shop, the junior building(1952), a home economics 
cottage (1952), and an old army barracks from Camp Butner became a gymtorium (1952). 
In 1942, agricultural training began. The high school was approved by the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools in 1946. In 1945 the last eleventh grade 
class graduated and the first 12th grade class graduated in 1947. Lawrence E.Wray was 
elected PTA president in 1951. The school and the PTA stressed voting for the school 
bond issue that would pay for a new primary building. Gifts were given to graduates who 
were attending college. Best died in July, 1954.

In 1954, J. A. Tillman was appointed principal. Tillman was a native of Winnsboro, South 
Carolina. He received his undergraduate degree from J.C. Smith University and his 
graduate degree from The University of Pennsylvania. After graduating from Smith, 
Tillman came to Wake Forest to teach mathematics and science in the high school until 
1938 when he accepted teaching and principal positions in Snow Hill, Tryon, and 
Morganton, NC. During his administration, a band was organized and equipped with 
uniforms with $1206.38 raised by the senior class. A new primary building was 
constructed, and a football team was organized, the first among Negro county schools. A 
primary building was also added with rooms for seven classrooms a lounge, and a health 
room. 


In 1956, parents bought $492.00 worth of playground equipment and made campus 
improvements by planting trees and grading the play ground. The PTA president was 
Vivian Belle. The senior class project was the purchase of the activity bus. The school 
paid $4207.80 for the bus. Later the PTA asked the city to hire a patrol for the 
intersection of Juniper and Franklin Streets and to pave Franklin Street. A patrol uniform 
was purchased for $106.74. Tillman died November, 1959. 


TJ. Culler, a native of Fort Valley, Georgia, graduate of Hampton Institute and NC A&T 
State University, and a 21 year vocational agricultural teacher, became principal in 1959. 
Sixteen years had been spent in the classrooms at DuBois. Evelyn Jones was PTA 
president. $800 worth of football equipment was purchased by the Gridiron Club in 1960 
and lights were installed on the field by the PTA in 1963 for a cost of $2582.00. During 
his tenure many improvements were made. A new heating system was installed, intercom 
system added, new basketball scoreboards installed, the street and bus areas were paved, 
new basketball and football uniforms were purchased, a new science lab was added, the 
elementary school was accredited by the Southern Association of Secondary Schools and 
Colleges, new furniture was purchased for the Home Economics Department and for the 
cafeteria, shades were installed for the primary building, additional teachers were added, 
books and the first full time librarian. Of the 38 teachers, one is a guidance counselor, one 
teaches special education, two are full time librarians, in addition to music and band 
teachers, and specialized subject teachers in the junior high school. In 1967, the library 
had 3,398 books, 220 magazines and four newspapers. Headstart Summer Program was 
held for the first trme. The largest graduating class was 1969 when 65 students graduated. 
The athletic field and gymtorium have been equipped with bleacher seats and the grounds 
landscaped. 


In 1965, a new high school building, the eighth and last building on campus, was added. 
The last graduating class was in 1970 when 50 students graduated. Due to the integration 
of public schools in Wake County in 1971, the school was renamed Wake Forest 
Rolesville Junior High School. After 19 years as a middle school, it was closed in 1989 
and boarded up until the purchase in May, 1998 by the DuBois Alumni Association. In 
1994, three of the buildings, the McElrath, the Agricultural Shop and the Culler Buildings 
were placed on the National Register of Historic Places. —

me the founder of the DuBois aa 
Association. She enjoyed working for the 
people and the alumni came easily and 
naturally to her time of service. lf Mary 
Winston were here today, and | sought her 
advice, she would give me one guiding 


oninciple: “Mr. President, when you work, 
work for the DuBois Alurnni.” This is the 
game principle that guided Mary Winston's 
public life. 


VWWhenever she served, we were struck by 
the bigness of this lady, her energy, her 
drive, her arnbition, her quest for perfection 
in all she did and in all she asked others to 
do. Her dernand for the best within us was 
relentless. She persuaded, cajoled, and 
drove us until we fulfiled potentials we never 
knew we had. And when we did our best, 
she wrapped her long arms around us, for 
she loved us and she loved to see us al our 
best. 


To those of us who were closest to her from 
the start, we understood her for we were 
“her friends.” She meant to us what the 
Great L. R. Best meant to her, and what 


God meant to both of them. We could 
sense the reach for greatness deep within 
this lady. Now we are joined by dozens, 
than hundreds, of young men and women 
that Mary Winston gathered around her over 
the course of her public life—not simply to 
serve her, but to help her achieve her vision 
of DuBois. Her ambition for herself was 
nothing compared to her ambition for 
DuBois, as hard as she drove DuBois 
Alumni toward this vision and asked us to 
work for the Great Society, she gave more 
of herself to that goal than she asked of any 
of us. 


As a young lady, she experienced difficult 
times and witnessed discrimination. She 
learned firsthand about drought and parched 
earth, and about stomachs that weren't full 
and sores that weren't healed. She knew 
what was like to be a poor student, a 
working woman without a paying job, a Black 
or a Mexicar-American, and she set about 
changing life for the disadvantaged among 
her friends. 


Her leadership changed DuBois for the good 
and DuBols will never be the same again. 
She knew the need for every child to have 


the opportunity to go to school and to 
develop his talents to the fullest. She saw 
and educational process ravaged by 
Amencan education and moved to change 
education, to protect our children, and turn 
brilliance of that education to the restoration 
of our education process. Mary believed 
that democracy should be real and the 
injustice of decades and centuries should be 
resolved, and she felt that the government 
should not endure half free and half slave, 
but united. 


Mary devoted her life “to working” toward the 
day when there would be no second class 
citizenship in America, no second quality 
opportunity, no second hand justice at 
home, no second place states in the world 
for our ideals and benefits. Theodore 
Roosevelt once said, “It is far better to dare 
might things and to enjoy your hour of 
triumph even though it may be checkered 
occasionally by failure, than to take stock 
with those poor sons who neither enjoy 
much nor suffer much because they live in 
gray twilight that knows neither victory nor 
defeat.” Mary Winston never lived in a gray 
twilight. She experienced and appreciated 
the joy of the educational process when it 
served to enrich the lives of people. She 
suffered with the people when that process 
did not serve them soon or well enough. 
Mary’s lifetime was a time of turbulence 
because it was a time of dramatic change, 
but she never saw that change as a time of 
collapse or deteriorations. She stated it best 
when she said, “the old is not coming down, 
rather the troubling torment of these days 
stems from the new trying to rise into place.” 
Mary’s closest friend and wisest advisor was 
her husband. They both understood each 
other. Few people dare to hope to 
understand and love each other. No wonder 
her children brought much credit to their 


family and to our state, for they came out of 
a beautiful bond and were privileged to 
share in a close and loving relationship with 
John Henry. She rekindled the love she 
gave to her friends. It was from this 
potential that she drew her vision of her 
people. She knew as no other woman that 
human dignity and economic practice were 
essential to our people to set them free and 
achieve that vision. 


This was a lady who saw her purpose in life 
and lived her creed. Mary saw her vision 
when she stated, “I do not want to be the 
person who built empires or sought grandeur 
or extended dominion, | want to be the 
person who educated young children to the 
wonders of their world.” 


“| want to be the person who helped to end 
hatred among my fellow men and who 
promoted love among the people of all races 
and all religions and all beliefs.” 


Mary wanted to rest in her beloved city, 
when she told us her father before her told 
her he wanted her to be home, “where folks 
know when you're sick and care when you 
die. 


All DuBois Alumni, friends and family care a 
great deal for “Mrs. Founder’ of the DuBois 
Alumni Association. 


God writes in characters too grand, For our 
short sight to understand, We catch but 
broken strokes, and try To fathom all the 
mystery, Of withered hopes, of death, of life, 
the endless war, The useless strife.

GREAT MOMENTS 


IT IS A GREAT PRIVILEGE TO LIVE AND GROW OLD GRACEFULLY, AND BE GRATEFUL 
OUR LOVING FATHER LOOKS UPON EACH OF US FAVORING US WITH A MIND LUCID 
ENOUGH TO LOOK THROUGH THE MIST OF THE PAST TO REMEMBER SOME OF THE 
EXCEPTIONAL THINGS THAT HAPPENED DURING OUR HIGH SCHOOL YEARS AT DUBOIS. 


THE FIRST DAY OF SCHOOL IN THE YEAR 1936 WAS MOST EXCITING FOR THE CLASS OF 
1940. WE DID NOT HAVE SPACE TO SIT, WE WERE THE LARGEST CLASS EVER TO 

ENTER THOSE HALLOWED HALLS. WE WERE FORTY-FOUR STRONG, HYPER AND 
BOISTEROUS. MR. BEST SOON LET US KNOW WE COULD BE STRONG BUT NONE OF 

THE LATTER. TABLES WERE LINED UP ALONG THE WALL AND CHAIRS WERE FOUND SO 
WE COULD SIT IN WHAT WAS CALLED THE SCIENCE ROOM. 


MR. BEST BELIEVED IN SHARPENING OUR INSTINCTS AND EXPOSING US TO CURRENT 
EVENTS. 


WHEN THE BEAUTIFUL DIESEL TRAIN “THE ORANGE BLOSSOM SPECIAL” MADE ITS 
FIRST TRIP THROUGH WAKE FOREST TO FLORIDA, MR. BEST PULLED SOME STRINGS 
AND WE ALL WALKED DOWNTOWN AND WAS GIVEN A GRAND TOUR THROUGH THAT 
SLEEK ELEGANT AIR-CONDITIONED TRAIN. I CAN REMEMBER THE BLACK WAITERS 
DRESSED SO CHIC AND LOOKING SO HANDSOME. I WONDERED HOW THEY AVOIDED 
SPILLING DRINKS WHEN THE TRAIN WAS MOVING. THAT WAS A GREAT EXPERIENCE. 
THE YEAR WAS ABOUT 1937 OR 1938. 


IT WAS 1939, WE WERE NOW IN OUR OWN HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING (BUILT BY THE WPA 
WORKERS). SUDDENLY, MR. BEST COMES IN ONE DAY, TELLS US THE PRESIDENT (FDR) 
IS SPEAKING OVER THE RADIO IN A FEW MINUTES. HE WANTED US TO HEAR HIM. WE 
MUST HAVE BEEN A FUN SIGHT TO SEE, SPRINTING ACROSS THE CAMPUS, MR. BEST

When Everett Mangum was in high 
school during the 1930s, a typical day 
for him was anything but typical for the 
youth of Wake Forest today. 

“A typical day for me was to get up at 
5 o'clock in the morning and milk six 
cows by hand, feed the mules then go 
get dressed for school. By then Momma 
had breakfast ready. Get on that school 
bus and be halfway ‘round the route by 
the time the sun came up,” he said. 

“T lived an isolated life ‘til I came to 
Wake Forest High School. f didn't know 


what was going on in the rest of the

world—no radio, no TV, no telephone. 
During Thursday’s forum on life in 


Everett Mangum 
.. represented “The Hurricane,” 
an area between N.C. 98 and 
Granville County, west of U.S. 7. 


Wake Forest during the 1930s and 
1940s, Mangum and five other panelists 
discussed what life was like then in and 
around town. 

Sponsored by the DuBois History and 
Mural Project, the forum was moderated 
by Rey. Enoch Holloway of Friendship 
Chapel Baptist Church. Other panelists 
were Almarie Caudle, Leonard Dunn, 
Mavis Farrar, Claire Wall and John 
Wooten. 

Wall, who grew up in Mill Village, 
then known as Cotton Mill Hill, said life 
in Wake Forest and its surrounding area 
was class-oriented. Wall said there were 
four distinct classes. in Wake Forest’s 
white schools—college professor's chil- 
dren, town children, country children 
and children from Cotton Mill Hill.

Farrar agreed. Farrar said while she 
attended DuBois School, DuBois stu- 
dents who lived in town would look 
down on her because she was “country.”

The gymnasium at the old Wake Forest-Rolesville 
Middle School campus could be brimming with activ- 
ity again as early as this fall. 

The DuBois Alumni Association, which officially 
purchased the entire North Franklin Street campus on 
Friday, set September as a target for bringing the gym 
back into use. 

The building, which also has a stage, has been sitting 
idle since the early 1990s, the last time it was used for 
ihe Wake Forest Parks and Recreation basketball league 
action. 

“We just want to be able to have a place to meet, to 


have recreation and maybe some office space,” said Wil- 
liam Mangum, the president of the international chap- 
ter of the DuBois Alumni Association. “That is the goal, 
and it'll be something we can accomplish.” 

Refurbishing the gym is the first step in what the 
DuBois group hopes will lead to a major facelift for the 
20-acre historical property. The campus housed the all- 
black DuBois School from 1932-71 before becoming a 
junior high and later WF-R Middle. 

The Wake County School System vacated the cam- 
pus in 1989. 

The alumni group hopes to establish a cultural arts 
center on the grounds, which will provide job training, 
literacy classes and youth programs. Leaders have also 
tossed around the idea of having a community college 
or satellite campus for an area college on the campus 
and possibly a museum.

Cleaning up the gym brought back 
memories for Minnie Watkins, who 
graduated from the DuBois School and 
served on the PTA while her children 
went to Wake Forest-Rolesville Mid- 
die School. 


“This is where my cousin Fannie 
played middie school basketball,” she 
recalled. “We were always good in 
football, basketball, soccer. Well, we 
didn’t have soccer back then.”

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Reviving Dubois campus a tall order for alumni 


rmer students of an abandoned 
hool that black citizens built in the 
120s take on a costly challenge: 
rning it into a community center.

NAKE FOREST — Some might call it foolish — 
nping into a multimillion-dollar project with 
yudget funded largely by proceeds from raf- 
s and chicken dinners. 


But the alumni of Wake Forest’s Dubois 
School, who dream of turning their crumbling 
alma mater into a vibrant community center, 
call it a “leap of faith.” 


Faith that their investment can help change 
the fate of the predominantly poor, black com- 
munity south of the railroad track. Faith that 
an abandoned school in this neighborhood of 
modest homes can be turned into a resource 
for the entire county. 


“We just felt like the community was going 
down,” said Clarence Forte, local leader of the 


Dubois Alumni Association. “And this was one 
way we could pull it together.” 

It is not an easy way. But it’s beginning to look 
possible. 

Just this month, more than a year after buy- 
ing the dilapidated former school from the Wake 
County Board of Education, the alumni asso- 
ciation received its first significant donation. 
At their last meeting, the Wake Forest town 
commissioners anted up $100,000 to help ren- 
ovate the gymnasium. 

Given the scope of the project, the donation 


is only a first step in a very long journey. Earl; 
estimates show that salvaging the old school’s 
eight buildings could cost between $12 millior 
and $14 million, said Bettie Murchison, the pro- 
ject’s volunteer executive director. 


A group of black citizens opened the for: 
mer Dubois School for their children in 1922 
during a time of legal segregation. It became 
Wake Forest-Rolesville Middle School anc 
began serving white students in 1971.

1989, it was abandoned for a new 
school across town. 

When the alumni association 
bought the campus for $325,000 in 
1998, its members bought back a 
tiedhats their history. But they also

Before this month, the alumni had 
secured 4 mere $12,750 in grants. In 
June, they paid their first $26,000 


mortgage installment out of their 


pockets.

Why no maintenance? 


Wake school officials say the old 
school was the victim of a chronical- 
ly tight budget. There is little money 
to renovate schools, let alone 
maintain obsolete ones. 

“You would like to think that the 
school system could be every place, 
helping revitalize communities,” 
Associate Superintendent Ray 
Massey said. “The Wake County 
school system car’t be all things to 
all people.” 

But some people wonder why the 
school board did not sell or lease 
‘the buildings sooner, a move that at 
least would have deterred vandals 
and criminals. 

“} think it was a bad decision to 
have had it boarded up for nine 
years,” said Vernon Malone, 
chairman of the Wake County 
‘Board of Commissioners and a 
Dubois alumnus. 

For years the school board 
thought it might use the buildings 
again. But it was clear by 1994 that 
they had outlived their use as a 
school, Massey said. It was not until 
1998 that the school was ted 
as surplus ee that could be 
sold. Massey said there were no seri- 
ous offers to buy or lease the prop- 
erty in the interim. 

Board Chairman Wray Stevens 
said the school’s location in an eco- 
nomically depressed area made it 
hard to sell. 


In June 1998, the Alumni Associ- 


. ation agreed to buy the property for 


its appraised value of $325,000. But 
some wondered why the school 
board, having allowed it to deterio- 
rate in the heart of a neighborhood, 
couldn't have offered a lower price. 

Now, the alumni use almost all the 
donations sey collect to pay the 
mortgage and have little left for ren- 
ovation. 

Malone said he would have pre- 
ferred to see the school board offer 
the alumni a long-term, low-cost 
lease. But school officials said giving 
away the property would have taken 
away from its first priority: students. 

“As a taxpayer,” Massey said, “I 
would have said, ‘Wait a minute 
When did the school system decide 
it was going to subsidize alurrmi asso 

ciations?’” : 

Alumni still hope the school board 
will change its mind and cut their 
payments, but they are not hitter over 
the sale. “We wish, of course, that it 
had been taken better care of,” 
Murchison said. “But that’s just not 
the reality, so we just accept it and 
we move on” 


Along way to go 

After a year of ownership, there is 
still a long road ahead for alumni. 
Seven of the school’s eight buildings 
are still shuttered and untouched. 

They did manage to open the gym- 
hasium, clearing out hundreds of the 
school system's old desks and chairs

Town gives from development fund for gym renovations

The old DuBois School gym is on its 
way to becoming a community recre- 
ation center. 

Members of the Wake Forest Town 
Board voted last Tuesday evening to 
designate up to $100,000 of payment-in- 
lieu fees to The DuBois Alumni 
Association. 

The money will be used for renovat- 
ing the gymnasium on North Franklin 
Street. 

The DuBois -Alumni Association 
bought the gym and entire 17.6-acre 
campus from the Wake County Board of 
Education last year. 

Plans call for the renamed DuBois 
Center to recreate itself as a community 
hub, offering recreation, cultural events 
and educational workshops. 

Clarence Forte, president of the local 
DuBois alumni chapter, said he is 
encouraged by the town’s decision. 

“Last night, when the board made the 
decision, it was the first time anyone 
had given us a large sum of money,” he 
said last Wednesday. 

Alumni have been donating money to 
the DuBois project for several years, but 
always in smaller amounts. 

“We think this is going to boost us a 
lot,” Forte said. ; a 

One of the first things the association 
will do is to determine just how much 
renovation the gym needs and how 
much it will cost, Forte said. 

Wake Forest architect Matt Hale is 
working on that, he said. In addition, a 
community group planned to meet last 
week to further fine-tune plans and 
goals. 


The alumni association has 
immediate goals for the gym. 

First, they want to get some repairs 
done and spruce the place up before 
their Labor Day alumni reunion. 

The long-term phase will focus on 
major renovation which will ready the 
gym for use in basketball tournaments, 
plays or weddings, Forte said. 

““We’re very excited,” he said, speak- 
ing about other alumni members. 

“We’re night on target as far as our 
plans, but they’re just coming along a 
little slower than we wanted them to.” 

Before making the final decision, 
Commissioner Bob Hill asked Town 
Manager Mark Williams for input. 

Williams told the board that associa- 
tion representatives could bring specific 
requests to them for approval. 

‘After approval, “You could release 
parts of that $100,000,” Williams said. 
Alumni members also anticipate obtain- 
ing state or federal grants to combine 
with money the town will supply, to 
help stretch those dollars further. 

Commissioners voted to give money 
to the association with the stipulation 
that the town approve any construction 
plans. ; 

Shared use for the gym by the town 
and the alumni association will also 
have to be worked out. 

At present, the gym is being used for 
educational programs, but when renova- 
tions get under way, the association will 
use the Massenburg Center, Forte said.

The money to be used to renovate the 
gym comes out of a special account that 
actually began in the early 1980s as a 
payment-in-lieu fee, Williams said. 

Developers building projects in the 
town, who did not set aside a portion of 
land for recreational purposes, were 
charged a payment-in-lieu fee to be used 
later to renovate or build recreational 
facilities for the town. 

Now, developers are charged impact 
fees, which are due at the time building 
permits are issued. 
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Money collected from impact fees are 
_also used for recreational purposes. 

In the past, some of this recreational 
money was used in the construction of 
Flaherty Park. 

“We haven’t spent any of the money 
in the last year or so,” Williams said. 

At present, the fund includes around 
$140,000, Williams said. An additional 
$110,000 has been invoiced, but has not 
yet been received. 

Commissioner Bob Hill pointed out 
in a memo to fellow commissioners that 
using the fees would not require a tax 
increase. 


“These are funds that may only be 
used for capital improvements that 
would benefit the community from a 
recreational perspective,” he wrote. 

Forte hopes that by bringing the 
DuBois campus back to life, the older 
generation can reach out to younger 
folks, both by offering recreational 
choices, and by working together side 
by side. 

“The older people can create some- 
thing for the younger people,” Forte 
said. 

Forte hopes the community involve- 
ment with the DuBois Center will con- 
tinue. 

He talked about his recent experience 
with a group of young people from 
Wake Forest Presbyterian Church who 
came over to help with a work project. 

After they were done, they sent Forte 
notes thanking him for allowing them to 
work on the old school site. 

“If young people get their minds 
involved in positive images, they don’t 
have time to think about negatives,” 
Forte said.

A play and a mural are not the only products of this project. Our endeavors 
to educate and involve the community have led to numerous other ventures. 
For example, in an effort to help beautify the DuBois campus, Merric 
Hedrick donated 500 narcissus bulbs and Mary Green shared liriope from 
her garden. James Wallace helped till the soil Wake Forest Elementary 
principal Craig Matthews brought youngsters from his clective horticulture 
class to plant it all in holes dug by Realiscape, Inc. and bolstered ly: 
bonemeal from Jones Hardware. 








Ginger Wooten and Jcannie McBrayer of the Wake Forest Middle School are 
currently working on two projects. Jeannie's SWAT (Students Working tO 
Advance Technology) Team has designed a website dedicated to the Project 
(Www.wcps. net/WERM/DuBois htm and www schoollite net/schools/DuBois), 
with anticipated links to other related arcas of historical and cultural 
interest. Ginger is making arrangements for the eighth graders to read 
Scripts of the play, followed by a visit from a panel of DuBois alumni to 
answer questions. This panel will also visit the Wake Forest Elementary 
School. 


Designed to enlist the support of each Organizauion, humerous talks and 
presentations about the Project have been made by steering committee 
members to local community groups and businesses. The Garden Club, 
Junior Woman's Club, Woman's Club, Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs, Wake Forest 
College Birthplace Museum, Chamber of Commerce, and rhe Wake Weekly 
have each been encouraging of our work.

The High School Building was placed on the National Register of Historical Places a few 
years ago. This building can be rehabilitated and easily converted into a museum housing 
artifacts from years ago. This museum will be the first of its kind in Wake County and 
possibly in North Carolina. Classrooms in this building will be set up to represent different 
penods of the schools’ history. DuBois Alumni are so proud of the school’s place in 
history, they will be willing to donate artifacts to leave a legacy for future generations.

Ina 
time when there are few opportunities for youth to participate in organized events, it is 
imperative that we utilize The DuBois Center as an existing community resource.

The campus will be utilized by agencies who sponsor blood pressure checkups, diabetes 
screenings, breast examines, CPR classes, and other types of free preventive services. Self 


help groups such as Alcoholics Anonymous, child abuse prevention classes, drug 
rehabilitation groups, and Weight Watchers will be held on campus. 


The Center is accessible for monthly meetings for Scout troops, after school care and 
other programs benefiting youth. Dunng the summer, the campus will host sport camps, 
game tournaments, as well as summer day camps and trainings. 


Job Training Center 
Tutonal Center 
There are many retired professionals in the Wake Forest community who are interested in 
tutoring area youth. There is always a need for more one on one mentonng programs for 
children. With donated computers, a lab will be set up to allow children access to the 
internet as well as research and word processing capabilities. Adult literacy is an issue in 
which The DuBois Center will take the lead in addressing. 


As counties and states become more responsible for moving people from welfare to work, 
it is increasingly important to prepare our citizens to enter the job market. This includes 
enhancing literacy skills and introducing computers and high technology to many who 
have been out of the job market for an extended period of time. Currently, Raleigh is the 
closest location in Wake County for job training. For many citizens in Wake Forest, 
transportation to Raleigh presents a barrier, and prevents them from receiving needed 
services. By placing a job training center in Wake Forest, more citizens will have access 


to skill building classes, and eventually employment.

Students learned manners and developed social skills 
while fellowshipping with fnends and community leaders. 


CONCLUSION 





There are many needs in the Wake Forest area, as elsewhere. The great climate for 
growth and opportunity that exists in Wake Forest makes it an attractive place to live. We 
fee] that The DuBois Center will enhance the current quality of life by serving some of the 
underserved families in the area. These proposals represent a portion of the various 
programs that may anse out of the community's needs. 


This plan will take place in a three stage process. Renovation of the gymtorium is the first 
part of the process. Landscaping of the grounds will occur and the establishment of the 
tutorial center. The next stages will include renovation and use of the high school building 
and the establishment of the museum. As the other buildings are repaired and made ready 
for occupancy, the site plan will be adjusted to accommodate the programs funded.

Dr. Vivian O. Windley was born in the small town of Beaufort, North Carolina. 
She is the oldest of five children - two brothers and two sisters. 








Vivian Windley followed in the footsteps of her mother and became a teacher. 
She received the B. S. Degree in Elementary Education at Fayetteville State 
University in Fayetteville, North Carolina in 1941. 
























Dr. Windley’s first teaching assignment was at Du Bois School in Wake Forest, 
North Carolina from 1941 to 1955 teaching grades 5,6 and 8, directing the Choral 
Club and serving as advisor to the school newspaper. Under her direction, the 
Choral Club won first place in state-wide competition. The Gazette won third 
place honors in the National High School competition sponsored by Columbia 
University. 





Dr. Windley earned a Masters Degree in Curriculum and Teaching at Teachers 
College, Columbia University and a Doctorate in Curriculum Development and 
Cultural Anthropology at the University of California, Berkeley. 


In 1949, Vivian Windley was appointed Supervisor of Wake County Elementary 
Schools in Raleigh, North Carolina. She missed the classroom and at the end of 
the year, she returned to Du Bois. In 1955, she joined the faculty at 
Fayetteville State University, her Alma Mater and in 1958 she accepted a 
position as sixth grade teacher in Nanuet, New York . At the end of nine years, 
she left to work as a Senior Staff Associate at the Center for Urban Education, A 
Regional Laboratory for Research in New York City. 





Vivian Windley joined the faculty of the City College of New York in 1967 and 
retired twenty years later as a tenured, Full Professor. During her tenure at City 
College she distinguished herself as a creative teacher and gained national 


recognition as Director of several outstanding educational programs at CCNY 
and in Harlem schools. 





She founded and coordinated the Annual Weekend Institute, “Building on the 
Strengths of Children.” Upon her retirement, the Institute was renamed “The 
Vivian Windley Weekend Institute’ in her honor. In 1973, Vivian Windley 
received the City College 125” Anniversary Distinguished Professors Award and 
in 1977, she received the Distinguished Alumnus of the Year Award from the 
National Association for Equal Opportunity in Higher Education. She was Senior 
Co-author of the 1971 and 1976 Houghton Mifflin Middle grades Reading Program 
and she has a number of articles to her credit. 





Vivian Windley has consulted and lectured nationally and internationally and 
conducted workshops and seminars in England, Ghana, Canada, the Caribbean 
and the United States. She taught at the University of Ghana and is a world 
traveler in Africa, Europe, Asia, South America, and the Caribbean.

Academically, DuBois was among the best of schools in America. In student development, DuBois was 
the best being second to none. Only the best of teachers were employed to insure that the needs of the 
students would be met. Even though the book knowledge that I obtained from DuBois was closely 
monitored, well planned and taught by the best of teachers, the same could have been obtained from 
another good school. However, “total person development”, self esteem, the desire to succeed, I am 
somebody, I can, educational and moral values, love for one another, I am not inferior, I shall not fail, 
common sense and a strong belief in God are extremely important factors for a firm life foundation only 
obtainable in a unique school such as DuBois. Certainly this was a rarity in an “all black” school 50 years 
ago when I first entered DuBois. This is especially significant considering that many of the families of 
students at that time were farmers “sharecropping” or just coming out of “sharecropping” as was the case 
with my grandparents with whom I resided. I thank God for the positive impact that DuBois has had upon 
me directly and indirectly upon my family. It lets me appreciate where I am today by not being ashamed of 
where I had to come from yesterday. My mother had her first airplane ride from NY to NC when I 
graduated in 1955. She had not completed high school at that time. About 18 years after my graduation, 
Ph.D Windley, who was my first teacher at DuBois and among the teachers who are very special in my life 
was teaching in CUNY. My mother was one of her students and neither of them knew my relationship to 
the other. My mother mentioned the name “DuBois” in a presentation concerning her son graduating from 
DuBois. Immediately Ph.D. Windley questioned her concerning the name of her son. Joyful excitement 
followed when my mother responded indicating my name. When I think about the Morning Devotion 
songs and the many songs each student had to learn weekly for Assemblies and the absence of such in 
schools today, it saddens my heart. It seems that the school activities that were responsible for creating and 
maintaining a conducive learning atmosphere yesterday have been removed and replaced with the 
excitement of mass murders culminating from a very sick portion of our society today. May God bless the 
memory of those responsible for initiating; maintaining and passing on the ideals that gave birth to DuBois.

DIRECTION WILL BE LEFT OUT, PRIDE WILL NEVER DEVELOP AND HOPE WON’T REMAIN, 
UNLESS WE RETURN TO DISCIPLINE. UNLESS WE GET ORDER IN OUR LIVES AS THE MASTER 
TEACHER SET FORTH, WE ARE ALREADY FINISHED. ORDER IS DISCIPLINE IN ADULTS AS WELL AS 
CHILDREN. ORDER IS THE DIRECTION FOR LIFE FOR IT IS DOING WHAT IS RIGHT BECAUSE IT IS 
RIGHT. IF WE ARE TO PROCEED PROFITABLY AND NOT ON THE PATH TO ANOTHER HOLOCAUST, 
WE MUST WITH A POWER AND A DIGNITY THAT GOES BEYOND PRIDE, TRAIN OUR CHILDREN 
IN THE THE WAY THEY SHOULD GO AND WHEN THEY ARE OLD THEY WILL WALK AND TALK 
THEREIN. PROVERBS 22:6. 

BASICALLY, I MEAN THE SIMPLE PRACTICE OF GOOD MANNERS, LIKE WE WERE TAUGHT 
AS CHILDREN. GOOD MANNERS SHOWS RESPECT, FOR MYSELF, AND FOR THOSE ABOUT ME AS 
IT DRAWS FROM THEM THE SAME. GOOD MANNERS ARE LOADED WITH KINDNESS. FOR EXAMPLE, 
IF I STEP ON YOUR FOOT, ANDI SAY, “PLEASE EXCUSE ME!” AND YOU WILL SAY TO ME “THAT’S 
OKAY.” YOU ARE CERTAINLY NOT SAYING, IT’S OKAY TO STEP ON MY FOOT,” NOR ARE SAYING, 
“MY FOOT IS OKAY!: YOU ARE SAYING THAT IT IS OKAY BETWEEN THE TWO OF US BECAUSE YOU 
ACKNOWLEDGE ME AS HUMAN, YOU ACKNOWLEDGED THAT YOU VIOLATED ME, THEN YOUR 
KINDNESS RENDERS THE HEALING PROCESS. WE KNOW WHAT GOOD MANNERS ARE, BUT 
SLACKNESS IN THE TEACHING OF IT TO ONE GENERATION MAY CAUSE GOOD MANNERS TO BE 
LOST FOREVER. GOOD MANNERS HAVE TAKEN US A LONG WAY AND THE WELL-MANNERED 
CHILD STILL GETS THE PEOPLE’S ATTENTION FOR GOOD. 

TRAINING OUR CHILDREN IN THE WAY, IS COMPARATIVE TO BEN FRANKLIN’S FAMOUS 


WORDS. “AN OUNCE OF PREVENTION IS WORTH A POUND OF CURE.” TRAINING IS REALLY GIVING

YOUR CHILD THE BEST, THE VERY BEST. MANNERS IS TRAINING OF THE HEAD AND HEART. 
WHILE INDUSTRY, (DOING CHORES, I MEAN) IS TRAINING FOR THE BODY AS WELL. I ASKED MY 
YOUTH BIBLE STUDY GROUP, “WOULD YOU RATHER BE CORRECTED OF SPANKED WHEN YOU 
DISOBEY OR DO WRONG, OR WOULD YOU CHOOSE TO BE LEFT ALONE AND PERHAPS END UP 

IN JAIL” THOSE NINE TO TEN YEAR OLDS IMMEDIATELY ANSWERED, “SPANK ME, CORRECT ME 
SO THAT I WON’T BE SO DISOBEDIENT AND I HAVE TO GO TO JAIL!” 

WE CANNOT LET UP NOW AND BECOME SLACK. A WHOLE GENERATION WITHOUT GOOD 
DISCIPLINE WOULD BE A CATASTROPHE. DISCIPLINE IS NOT DESTRUCTION AND A SWEET 
ATTITUDE DOES NO DAMAGE. DOGS OR OTHER ANIMALS ARE TRAINED TO DO TRICKS AND WE 
SEE IT AS CUTE, BUT WE FAIL TO CORRECT, COUNSEL, AND CHASTISE CHILDREN, OUR MOST 
PRECIOUS RESOURCE. 

OUR DUBOIS JOURNEY FROM GRADE SCHOOL TO HIGH SCHOOL, WAS WRAPPED WITH 
MUCH TRAINING AND DISCIPLINE. WE WERE TOLD HOW TO CONDUCT OURSELVES, AND WERE 
CHASTISED IF WE MISBEHAVED. HOME, CHURCH AND SCHOOL COOPERATED IN THE ISSUE OF 
GOOD TRAINING AND STRICT DISCIPLINE. THE TRAINING INCLUDED MORAL VALUE, SELF 
WORTH, AND DIGNITY. WE KNEW WHO WE WERE, WE HAD AN EXPECTED END AND THE WAY WAS 
SET TO GET THIS ACCOMPLISHED. 

IN OUR PRESENT DAY EFFORT TO ACCOMPLISH THE MISSION OF DEVELOPING GREAT 
LEADERS, WE MUST SET THINGS IN ORDER. PARENTS MUST RETURN TO BEING PARENTS, WHO 
LOVE THEIR CHILDREN AND WILL TEACH THEM IN THE RIGHT WAY. PARENTS MUST BE 
RESPONSIBLE AND BOLD IN SETTING RULES FOR THEIR HOMES. PARENTS MUST TAKE 
INITIATIVE TO TEACH THEIR CHILDREN HOW TO LEARN. CHILDREN MUST RETURN TO BEING 
FOUR WHEN THEY ARE FOUR AND TEN WHEN THEY ARE TEN. HOME AND SCHOOL STILL MUST 
HOLD THE SAME STANDARD. 

YET LEARNING IS ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE WITHOUT DISCIPLINE. GOOD LISTENERS LEARN, 
FOR THEY HEAR THE DIRECTIONS.

The objective of The DuBois Scholars Program is to better prepare Wake Forest area 
youth for their future by attending work sessions that will improve their study habits, 
encourage economic opportunity through higher education, explore career possibilities, 
and learn essential life skills. This project will target 60 - 75 sixth through twelfth grade 
students with an emphasis on students within the African-American community. 


Tee on Ath 


The DuBois Scholars Program will consist of seven segments based on the identified 
needs of the youth in the area and the insufficiency of other programs that address these 
needs. These needs were identified by conducting focus groups of students and parents, 
surveys of teachers, counselors and other school staff as well as community leaders. 
Research was also conducted on other nonprofits and similar programs they have 
administered successfully. The DuBois Scholars Program will be conducted over a six 
month period beginning in June and ending in December, 1999. 


iv SAT Preparation - Students preparing for the SAT will attend a four week class 
where they will receive instructions on how to take the SAT. Currently, there are 
not any free classes offered in the area. This serves as a barrier for many students 
who cannot afford to pay for this help or cannot afford to drive to an area where 
classes are offered. The free Saturday morning sessions will open the doors to 
college for many youth by preparing them to take the SAT. 


oh College Exposure - For many students, a college campus can seem a faraway and 
strange world. This four part session will bring in college recruiters from 
different locations to introduce the students to their campus. Parents will be 
strongly encouraged to attend. Financial aid workshops will be set up to assist 
parents with the applications. Area alumni associations will assist as well as area 
high school counseling staff. The follow up to this session will be scheduled trips 
to area colleges. 


3 Study Skills - Every student can use some assistance with study skills. Mentors 
will work with students on an ongoing basis teaching research methods, how 
to use internet sources, improving the reading and math skills, and offering 
training on writing essays for college bound students. Through a collaboration 
with graduate students at NCSU Counseling Department, these sessions will build 
on students strengths and help to identify areas that require more effort. 


4. Public Policy Awareness - All students should be functioning citizens of society. 


This four part session will focus on the tools they will need in order to operate 
within the boundaries of government. From learning how to write letters to 
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Narrative for

elected officials to serving as pages in state government, this session will explore 
options available to the public. By empowering and encouraging students to work 
within the system, they will understand the importance of their participation. The 
sessions will be a collaboration with public policy groups that will focus on 
citizenship, policy making, and advocacy. Emphasis will be placed on exercising 
the right to vote as well as running for public office. Two sessions will be 
conducted by Toastmasters and will address public speaking skills. 


Money Management - Whether going to college or going into military service, one 
thing each student will benefit from is a model on how to budget their money. 

This three part session will bring in bankers, insurance agents, and brokers to teach 
the importance of managing your money. From the basic help on how to balance a 
checkbook to the more detailed compound interest calculations, this segment will 
also be open to parents of the children. 


Career Opportunities - For the students who are not going to college, this ongoing 
session will be crucial to attaining a job after finishing high school. The students 
will take interest skill inventories to help determine what their best choices are. 
After taking the inventories, the students will then research the various types of 
jobs in each category to determine what training and education is necessary for 
these jobs. Students will job shadow people in these various careers and visit local 
corporations to get a feel for the job. Every effort will be made to bring in role 
models and mentors who are working in nontraditional jobs. Minority and female 
role models will be recruited in order to broaden the possibilities. Emphasis will be 
placed on interview skills from filling out actual job applications to interview role 
playing. This will be a collaborative effort with The Wake Forest Chamber of 
Commerce and area businesses. 


Creative Arts - Many students need a way to understand the worth and possible 
financial gain from their creative talents. This ongoing session will employ the use 
of area artisans by inviting potters, artists, seamstresses, musicians, and others in to 
discuss and evaluate the creative talents of area students. Entreprenuership will be 
emphasized by inviting mentors in who are self-employed. One day seminars will 
be held to encourage and explore dance, baking, sewing, musical talent, 
decorating, drawing, gardening, and other expressions of creativity that can be 
conducted for pleasure or profit. 


Mentors will be identified through a cooperative effort with area colleges and the 
Southeastern Baptist Theological Seminary. There are also many retired members of the 
community, some who are former teachers, who are interested in mentoring one on one. 
With the national interest in General Colin Powell’s America’s Promise Program, much 
attention will be directed at programs that offer volunteers the opportunity to serve. The 
DuBois Center will also register volunteer needs with The Triangle United Way. One of 
the incentives to attract quality volunteers is a comprehensive training program. Two 
recently recruited volunteers hold degrees in Education and Training from NCSU. The 
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Narrative for 
The DuBois Center 


Executive Director is a National Trainer and Consultant with a degree from NCSU. The 
Advisory Council will consist of members from area churches, school personnel, and city 
representatives. Their input is essential for the collaboration to be successful. Future 
funding will be requested from area businesses. 


Incentives for students to attend each session will include snacks and refreshments. 
Certificates will be awarded for each session successfully completed. Teachers will also 
be contacted regarding extra credits for certain sessions (ex: Study skills and Public policy 
awareness). Free movie tickets, bowling passes, pizza parties and other incentives for the 
students will be offered for continuos attendance in each session. Students successfully 
completing The DuBois Scholar Program, will be rewarded with a trip to a local 
amusement area. 


Collaborations and consultations include: Garner Road YMCA Black Achievers Program, 
NC Equity, Junior Achievement, Toastmasters, Wake Forest Rolesville High School, 
Strengthening the Black Family, Healthy Mothers/Healthy Babies Teen Spirit Program, 
The Education Department at St. Paul AME, Corinth Academy, NCSU Saturday 
Academy, The Wake Forest Chamber of Commerce, The Honorable Mayor George 
Mackie (Wake Forest), Wake Forest Police Department, area churches, and others. 


Indicators of Change 


1. More students will sit for the SAT and SAT scores for DuBois Scholars will 
improve. 


Ds Currently, the only students at Wake Forest-Rolesville High School enrolled in the 
Pre-College Interest Group are students with high grade point averages who have 
indicated their desire to attend college. This excludes many average students who 
have college potential but little direction. The DuBois Scholars Program will 
inspire them to consider attending college. Parental involvement will also 
encourage the children to participate. The drop out rate should also decrease. 


3. By targeting students early in their academic life, good study skills will produce 
students who are on the college track and prepare them for their junior and senior 
year. The expected outcome during the first year will be improved grades as 
measured by previous years grades. A better understanding of internet resources. 


4. The expectation is to see more registered and participating voters in the 18 year 
old group. In addition, students will learn public speaking skills and the value of 
volunteerism. 

5) Students will make a detailed plan for their financial future, understand how to 


open and maintain a checking and savings account, and acquire a basic knowledge about 
stocks and insurance.

6. Students will be better prepared for a job interview in a career they have 

researched and have an understanding of skills and training needed. Scholars will 
understand how to fill out a job application and be able to identify at least 10 different jobs 
they are qualified to fill. 


7, Students will explore entreprenuership and nurture and explore their creative 
talents. 


Harder to measure, but equally as important will be better self esteem, an awareness of 
broader opportunities, increased involvement in the community, better sense of self worth, 
positive peer pressure, decrease in criminal activity, utilization of community resources, 
increased opportunities for community involvement by students and mentors, and a means 
for collaborations of varied groups. : 


Data Collection Methods 


The measurements for this program will be largely in improved test scores, and increase in 
SAT scores, and more students enrolling in college. Working cooperatively with the staff 
at Wake Forest Rolesville High School and other area high schools the students attend, 
the Executive Director and the Advisory Council will compile data on GPA and other 
testing measurements. Self evaluations of the participating students as well as a control 
group of students who did not complete the academy will also give us another source of 
data measurement. This will be valuable in measuring intangibles like self-esteem and 
community involvement. Another measurement tool for the community will be an exit 
interview of participating companies and mentors. During this interview process it will be 
determined if there is interest to commit to another session, offer financial backing, and 
the effect on the community. With the citizen advisory council representing a broad cross 
section of the area, there will be constant monitoring and feedback on the community 
involvement of the students. 


There are currently no other programs in the Wake Forest area that address these specific 
needs of the children in the area. Time and time again as we walked the streets, 
conducting surveys at grocery stores, churches, and schools, the one area most often 
identified as the number one concern was direction. Children need help in finding their 
way, whether in choosing the right school for the nght major, or in seeking rewarding 
careers out of high school. Most counselors concentrate their efforts on the small 
percentage who have determined they will attend four year colleges and little time is left to 
devote to the ones who have potential but no direction. What The DuBois Scholars 
Program hopes to instill is a spirit of revival and hope. It will offer hope for the senior 
citizens, for the community, for the youth, for the business community, and to the DuBois 
Alumni Association members who has worked diligently to acquire and renovate the 
campus in order to return it to the use of the community.
